sentatives of the Government have 
made one of their strong points, the 
quotations of some jigures given by 
the’ Royal Commission, who were 
appointed to look into tho affairs of 
the C.N.R. regarding a certain spur 
out of Red Deer. They have not, 
however, made any remarks concern- 
ing any of the other findings of this 
Commission. For the benefit of all, 
however, the report makes a special 
note, that it finds that ese many 
railroads are being built * or ~ the 
population. 

And it urges that far more atten- 


tion be paid to highways, which it 
considers far more important than 
erratic Railroad Construction. The 


Sifton Government has made largo 
guarantees to railroads without due 
consideration as to the  suitablo 
locality of these lines, and has given 
a hopelessly inadequate grant for 
the building of highways with the 
result that the farmer ‘in ' wtany 
country districts is unable to get 
his produce to a suitable market, 
except at a very great expense. This 
Commission has found on investiga- 
tion that in many country districts 
it costs more to the_farmer, owing 
to the disgraceful conditions of the 
roads, to get his grain to the rail- 
road, than it does to ship the samo 
grain from the receiving point ' to 
Liverpool. This is the case with: a 
great number of farmers in _ this 
Province and more especially in a 
numberof parts of the constituency 
west of Red Deer, where the roads 
and drainage are a disgrace. Tho 
only time that any attempt at real 
work on roads is attempted is at 


election time, when numerous road' 


gangs are.shipped around the Pro- 
vince. The Sifton Government has 
been in power for seven years and 
has paid little attention to this 
serious'problem to the farmers, but 
instead has been enriching J. OD. 
McArthur and “his associates’ by 
the tremendous railroad guarantecs, 
a small portion of which would have 
done a great amount of work on 
roads, greatly to the benefit of the 
farmer. ‘ 

The Opposition have advocated the 
construction of highways consistent- 
ly since 1909. but with no effect, ow- 
ing to the strong following of the 
Liberal Government.

Tho idea that all citizens of alien 
enemy origin should tse’ disfranchised 
has never been approved by the op- 
position. It would involve much in- 
justice. The proper policy, as The 
Journal has contended from the first 
of the war, is to go after individu- 
als whose disloyalty is fairly open 
to. question. Many ‘such have been 
allowed too much liberty ‘altogether. 

Where the Sifton Government ig 
open to severe criticism is, as Mr.

; Pine Lake, June 1st. 
Dear Mr. Carswell : 

Could you find space in your next 
issue for the enclosed letter, relating 
to the death of the late Osbert 
Knight, of Pine Lake, from his com- 
manding officer to his brother. He 
had many friends in the district, and 
I feel it would be of interest to let 
them learnin what a gallant man- 
ner he died.

' April, 12, 1917 
Dear Mr. Knight: » 

I am taking the liberty as your 
brother’s ‘ Commanding Officer of 
writing to give you what little we 
know about his loss. I hope you 
will allow me to offer you my most 
Bincere sympathy, which I know 
that all of his brother officers feel 
for you. I can truthfully say that 
in losing him, this squadron has lost 
the most gallant officer who has 
served in it while I have been in 
command. As you know, he was 
wounded twice during the short time 
he was with us, but on both occas- 
ions insisted on staying at. his duty 
saying that he had only been 
scratched; many others have gone 
home for less wounds. He carried 
out his work in the face of hostile 
aircraft in a reckless manner, which, 
I am sorry to say, he did once too 
often. He was shot down while on 
artillery observation with St. Legu- 
in, his machine falling near Thelus, 
beyond what was then the German 
front line. 

I am glad to be able to say con- 
fidently that he must have had no 
suffering. The machine eame down 
out of control, whicn shows that thg 
pilot, your brother, must have been 
unconscious. I have just received a 
message from our advancing troops 
that they have found the remains of 
the machine, but no trace of the 
occupants. I regret that I am un-

Late Hon. Francis Ogletree of Portage 
Was a Ploneer * 

The death took place at the family 
residence of Hon. Francis Ogletree 
one of the oldest,and most respetted 
citizens of Portage la Prairie, and one 
of the pioneers of Manitoba. The late 
Mr. Ogletree came to Canada in 1881, 
living in the eastern provinces until 
the spring of 1869, when he' started 
for Manitoba. This journey was made 
with T. W. Boddy under very trying 
circumstances, there being no railroad 
then into Winnipeg. Mr. Ogletree 
took up land in Portage district and 
three months later went to Ontario 
and brought out his wife and family. 


“| On March 10, 1871, the first Legislative 


Council] of Manitoba was formed and 
Mr. Ogletree was one of the members 
and remained in the Council until its 
abolition six years later. ¢ 

Some time after he was appointed 
to the position of Indian agent which 
he lled for 20 years. Although his 


term extended over a troublous period, | 


including the secord Riel Rebellion, he 
never had any trouble with the eight 
tribes under his jurisdiction. During 
the years since his settlement in Port- 
age Mr. Ogletree was one of the great- 
est and most.dominating forces in the 
pening and development of Mani- 
toba.

The Directors:of the Union Bank of 
Cc » accompanied by a few invited 
guests, undertook in 1916 a trip of 
thirteen deys of inspection of West- 
ern Canada with reference to business 
conditions and prospects generally 
and, specifically, with reference to its 
own branches extending throughout 
the Provinces of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta.» Their report says: 
During this trip we met 192 Branch 
Managers, with whom the Directors 
discussed very freely their respective 
local conditions and prospects. The 
meteing of these Branch Managers 
(mest of them young, vigorous, intel- 
ligent men) to some of us was a 
revelation. We found them uniformly 
loyal and enthusiastic workers for the 
good of the Unfon Bank, well advised 
as to their own local conditions, and 
what was required for the betterment 
of these conditions as respects mixed 
farming. The paying of greater at- 
tention to stock raising, thereby mini- 
mizing the risk with which a business 
or a community constantly stands in 
peril by reason of depending upon one 
crop only.
